There were reports of 3B7CF on the air this 
week, but they were all slim operations. 


3D2, ROTUMA. Antoine, 3D2AG, was active from Rotuma Island between July 
3 thru the 10th. QSL to his CallBook address. 


4K, SNAKE ISLAND. 4K5ZI became active, July 11th, on 14188 kHz around 
0430Z and was going by call areas. The group of Soviets was to start 
their operations July 6th and end on July 26th. 


5U7, NIGER. Alan, 5U7NU, has been active again on 14248 kHz at 2300z. 
He was heard saying that this will be his last week at 5U7. Alan's job 
as a airplane pilot will take him to "TZ" in a few weeks. A new 
callsign has not be issued to him yet but he will be active from the 
new QTH. 


EA8, CANARY ISLANDS. Well known DXer Matti, OH2BH, is signing OH2BH/EA8 
and it is not known how long he will be operating from EA8. Check the 
follow frequencies: 14250, 14266 and 21235 kHz. Most activity seems to 
be around 2230 to 0400z. 


FO, FRENCH POLYNESIA. Look for Daniel, FO4DL in the early morning hours 
around 0700z on 14249 kHz. 


QSL CARDS IN THE MAIL. HKOTU (8 Months), T31KY (4 Weeks), D44BC 
(6 Weeks) and YAORR. 


V4, NEVIS ISLAND. Be looking for a V47DX to be active this week. The 
operation will start July 16th and last until July 23rd. No special 
frequencies have been mentioned, but activity will be 10-160 meters on 
SSB. There may be some RTTY and AMTOR activity. QSL via N5FTR. 


VP8 SOUTH SANDWICH ISLAND. QRZ DX reports the DXpedition to South 
Sandwich has been delayed until March. The reason is the ice will be 
in better shape for landing. 


YA, AFGHANISTAN. As of Sunday, July 14th, nothing has been heard of 
the Italian group who was to begin their YA operation July 12th. Let's 
hope nothing has gone wrong. KYFC!! 


ZA, ALBANIA. (The Story Behind The Rumor!) Ben, DL6RAI, informs the 
OPDX Bulletin of the truth about: "the possible operation by I3BZK and 
I3GJZ to ZA-land to start July 11." This information was originally 
posted on packet radio somewhere in Italy. The original message even 
included a telephone number for stations who wanted to be put on the 
list.

Dale, NA8A, said, "When 
last heard he was the only signal in 8-land heard coming through when 
the 15 meter band was completely dead."
